The whole complex of Ingredients is known to confift only of vulgar Aqua 
fort is ( abftra&ed from two parts of Vitriol , and one of Salt-pecer) and 
Quick-filver, and a fmall quantity of Silver, far lefs than you may reap in 
a fmall time from thofe Silver.fprigs j yet gain there is none, there being 
more expences blown away into fmoak by continuance of fire in one month, 
than can be recover’d from this Silver-harveft in a longer time. And though 
this feem but a toy, yet ’tis very Philofophical, much informing the under* 
Handing, however it enrich not the purfe. For here we fee crude Mercu¬ 
ry manifeftly turn’d into Silver, notwithftanding 'tis deny'd by fo ma« 
ny.
